~ THE BLE? 


(March 24th,:. 1923. 
To the’ Baitor of the Red Deer News. 
Dear ‘Sir,— 

Your leading article on ‘the -Pro- 
hibition Question. in last | week’s 
“News” exhibits a restraint which: 
might’ well be carefully copied by 
each of your correspondents: “It rTe- 
mirids me forcibly of the happy and 
Christian ‘temper of your .esteemed 
correspondent, Mr, Amos * Wilton, 
whose temperate letters ; upon this 
controversy have engaged my deep 
admiration,,and, dobutless, that ‘of 
very many others who love aoper 
ate non-invective discussion. 

For me, ag well as_ others, the: 
whole question turns upon “Author- 
ity.” As a ‘Christian, tHe only 
authority I can recognize is the Word 
of God, combined with,the example 
and teaching of Christ, the Word. 

I saw recently that a- reverend 
doctor deprecated ‘bringing the Bible 
into this controversy, and I remember 
seeing some eighteen months ago a 
similar plea from a local minister. 

If this controversy be one of 
morals—and I suppose no one will 
deny this—and the Bible be an 
authority to: Christians upon morals— 
and I’cannot conceive any Christian. 
denying this—it seems passing 
strange that any minister of the 
Christian religion could even think of 
admitting such a plea to his own 
consciousness. Much stranger and 
abhorrent does it become as a public 
plea. + 

For, if an authority can be brought 
forward or withdrawm at the con- 
venience of the pleader, then what 
‘becomes of the authority? If it is to 
ibe produced when the pleader desires 
to clinch his argument or to illumine 
his sermon, surely it is an authority 
in the “Court of Morals,” and, in 
simple justice, may ‘be, and should be, 
used there. 

A true or complete authority 
something. (a writing, saying or 
word) that is founded and built in 
truth and contains the full and com- 
plete knowledge. Therefore, it is: 
something unchangeable that  can- 
not be detracted from, or added to. 

We have only one such authority— 
the Bible. 

Science, as known so far, is not an 
authority. It is changeable. The 
science of only ten years back is un- 
true today. It does not know the full 
truth. New discoveries in the world 
of creation explode the opinions of 
past time. Discoveries yet to be will 
discredit the scientific opinions of 
today. What is called “The March of 
Science” forecasts and ‘proves this. 

From authority we obtain prin- 
ciple, something upon which we can 
build laws, character or morals fear- 
less of rSfutation, calamity or disas- 
ter—immovable, unshakeable, per- 
manent, 

From science we get opinions— 
movable, insecure, decaying, yet re- 
newing. 

In the opinions, then, of these 
reverend gentlemen, the questions of 
temperance, teetotalism and prohtibi-' 
tion (three different moral ques- 
tions, not one) should not be judged, 
or discussed, in the light of the 
authority, or their plaintive requests 
that the Bible be kept out of or with- 
drawn from the controversy, would 
not have been given vent. - 

But sir, after all they are but men, 
with the frailty of humanity, the 
same as us all, 
no authority. Neither are those of 
any of us, 

So the question arises: Do we need 
an authority in this controversy? 
What say you? 

Shall we govern ourselves and our 
richly endowed country by its prin- 
ciples, or shall we throw away, leave

-; out, not drag in the principles arising 


from the authority, and trust to the! 
changing, changeable opinions of 
men groping for truth? 

Shall we discard the Bible? For 
that lies behind the plea, whether 
the pleaders realize it or not?! 

If the Bible be not the authority in 
the realm of morals, will someone en- 
lighten me as to why we should 
spend money to build churches, send 
out missionaries to teach its prin- 
ciples and good news tto the “unen- 
lightened” of the earth, or to pay 
salaries, stipends or what not

OF THE RED DEER RIVER : 
BAD LANDS 


There was an excellent attendance 
at Professor Allan’s lecture on the 
above subject-in ‘the public school 
assembly hall on Friday evening. @G. 
W. Smith M.L.A..acted as chairman, 
and in his opening remarks warmly 
congratulated the ‘Alberta Natural 
History Society, under whose auspic- 
es the lecture was arranged, on the 
interest it had created and sustained 
in natural history. There is a bill 
before the legislature at present to 
facilitate the formation of. bird 
sanctuaries in. the province, and’ Mr. 
Smith gave some details of the .pro- 
gress*it is making ‘and some proposed 
amendments. : 

Professor Allan first gave a’ history 
‘of the development of the fossil beds 
under coneitarw ration. Although it had 
been known for many years that 
there were some very fine fossils in 
the district, and some collecting thad 
been done in a small way, the first 
serious efforts to investigate and de- 
‘velop thig' field: were made by Mr. 
Barnum Brown on behalf of the New 
York Museum. Prof. Allan said ‘that 
the New" York Museum had. by far 
the finest’ collectfon of fossils from 
the Red Deerfield, and had made 
such good use of the materiak collected 
that far more information on the sub- 
ject was ‘available there than ‘any- 
where else. _ 

The professor pointed out that the 
collection of these fossils required an 
intimate scientific: knowledge of ‘the 


; anatomicat: structure of these ancient 


creatures; and that anyone but'an ex- 
pert would probably ruin any speci- 
mene ‘he niay. attempt to collect. 

_ Theré were very:few men: on ‘this 
continent qualified ‘to undertake work 
of this kind. im 1916 the Dominion 
government ..secured the..services of 
Mr. ‘Chas. Steinbury: and: his three 
sons to do some collecting for the 
Victoria Museum at Ottawa. Owing 
to the small appropriation made for 
this work, the Ottawa collection was 
stilk smal! and much of the material 
collected‘had not yet béen-set: up. 

In 1918 Dr. Parkes commenced col- 
lecting for the Toronto Museum, 
where’ they now have’ some good 
specimens. 

The Province of Alberta entered the 
field in 1921 with one of the Stein- 
bury sons in charge of the collecting. 
Some good material was obtained, 
which is on exhibition inthe Univer- 
sity Museum. 

It was hoped to retain: the services 
of Mr. Steinbury in this province, but 
the reporte of . wonderful ‘ Dinosaur 
finds in Patagonia attracted him: to 
that country.

Mr. Reed's Address 

Mr. Reed, Superintendent ‘cf La- 
combe Experimental Farm, spoke 
next on using the experimental farm. 

He first apologized for not being 
able to give the moving pictures. He 
noticed 60 members attended ‘the 
afternoon session. In 1886 the Dom- 
inion government appointed a com- 
mittee to ge ever experimental sta- 
tions in U. S. The committee recom- 
mended 5 stations—Ottawa, Brandon, 
Agassiz, Indian Head, and another. 
There are 29 stations now. Results 
obtained suggest different methods. 
To make farming pay new methods 
Improvement ds steady, 


but bound to be slow.. In beef we 
have to compete with Argentine, 
sheep with Australia, ‘bacon with 
Denmark and MJreland. For some 


years our markets will be limited, so 
we must improve our quality. The 
oid country market is what we have 
to depend on. Lacombe is to try out 
new methods and give suggestions to 
farmers. Among these experiments 
are: 80 acres devoted to flowers and 
vegetables, and four acres to trees 


and shrubs, trying out apples, cher- 
ries, plums and other fruits. About 
600 trees were tried and failed. 


Neither plum or appje trees ‘have as 
yet proved -successful. Bush fruits, 
such as raspberries, currants and 
strawberries, do well. A garden 1s 
one of the most important things on 
a farm. Bees wil do well in the 
west: 67 Ibs. of honey per colony has 
been secured at Lacombe. During the 
winter the bees are put in the base- 
ment of office or colonies covered 
with straw.

Selection, Feed and Care of the Dairy 
Cow 

Professor Sackville spoke on select- 
ing, feed and care of ‘the dairy cow. 
He had ‘been surprised at the demand 
for information on dairying.S 40,000 
dairy farmers have a surplus of cream 
for sale. The trouble in this country 
is that not enough people come here 
to make a home. 

The men who have been milking 
cows for the last few years are the 
onés -who are the most satisfied. 

._ What he wished to make clear was, 
the man who milks a few cows that 
pay is sure to keep on his feet: 

Dairying involved a lot of labor, 
but, one year with another, it pays. 

Tf you go into dairy farms, keep 
good cows. 

You may have to start with poor 
cows, then get a good sire, keep your 
‘best lteifer ‘calves and ‘get into good 
cows, 2 

At Iowa experimental] farm 15 scrub 


cows average production was 3959 Ibs. |’ 


—194 Ibs. fat, They were bred to 
good sires -and heifer calves kept. 
They got 5492 Ibs. with 266 Ibs. fat 
from the first heifers, an increase of 
40 percent. milk. The next genera- 
tion produced 8507 Ibs. milk, 379 Tbs. 
fat. Tihis- was accomplished in 6 or 
7 years, 

Feeding goes hand in hand’ with 
good cows. The class of feed makes 
the quality of the milk. The energy 
of pumping ‘the blood depends on the 
feed. e 

25 pencent. of dry matter in milk is 
protein. That is why feed must con- 
tain protein and why alfalfa is best. 
Most of our feeds are low in protein. 

Our livestock is the medium 
through which we market our 
ducts. ° 

In most cases it is not necessary to 
buy other feeds ‘than alfalfa. Other 
things must be taken into consider. 
ation with ‘balanced foods, such as 
palatabiNty. 

Alfalfa is palatable and valuahle, as 
such as it appeals to the cow. 

Green feed gives better results than 
prairie hay, but a combination is 
good. 

In succulent foods, of course, good 
pasture is best, as it aids digestion; 
next tis ensilage, which fits in mighty 
well with dry feed. We-heard no com- 
plaints in his travels om trench silo. 
It makes excellent silage and it does 
not freeze in them. The cost is: low. 

The farmer will hesitate to spend 
$500 for a silo, but a few days work 
will build a trench silo. 

Variety is necessary in feed to get 
best results. Introduce 4 or 5 dif- 
ferent feeds. Dairy cows must be 
kept filled up. Oats and barley make 
satisfactory grain feed. As a guide 
for: grain feed, for 4 Ibs. of milk feed 
1 tb. of grain. About calving time 
don’t feed very much heavy grain. 

Oaits are a safe feed, and relished 
by all farm animals, The housing of 
cattle is important; {t must be clean, 


rand to get ‘best results the cow must 


be comfortable. As far as possible, 
duplicate summer conditions. 

A feed day is being held at Edmon- 
ton University on Saturday, April

The speaker closed by giving a 
few remarks on the best style for 
building on the farm. 

H. A. Craig, Deputy Minister, 
Speaks 

Deputy Minister H. A. Craig, in 
speaking on the subject of ‘‘Marketing 
of Farm Products,” said that he 
thought at first this course would 
not be possible on account of financ- 
es, but the University helped it along. 
He first warned the farmers in 
building trench silos where there is 
no drainage. 

The government are trying out feed- 
ing steers at 5 points. At Raymond 
the rye hay made the cheapest feed. 
On corn ‘sikage ‘the gain was 21%4 Ibs. 
a day, on sunflowers 214 Ibs. a day. 
He advised going slow on the ques- 
tion of marketing. (Many people talk 
glibly on marketing our products, but 
the speaker said ‘he could not talk 
that way. The government had tried 
marketing. To be able to deal with 
{t selling in carload lots is advisable. 

We must have a proper selling 
agency that is interested in the 
building up of a market and getting 
the farmer ‘his proper share. Co- 
operation is believed in by the minis- 
ter. Prince Edward Island co-opera- 
tive is working well. The difficulty 
here is the different ‘hationel settle- 
ments. 

He safd there were 36,000 Ibs. of 

poujtry on the road to the’ British 
market now. An exceedingly small 
proportion of poultry sold was fit for 
British market. 
Seed grain marketing fs ‘highly or- 
ganized. Pure seed grain can be 
grown here as well as any part of the 
world. At Chicago, Lacombe won the 
champlonship for oats, and ‘Alberta 
won more prizes than any other 
Province or State. 

He humorously described the 
American farmer looking at tthe Al- 
berta grain. 

We have everything in tthis prov- 
ince to grow pure seed gruin. Crop 
improvement associations give out 
regisitered seed. There are 200 far- 
mers growing pure seed in Albenta 
today. A central plant for seed grain 
has been established by the depart- 
ment for manketing, and six cars 
have been successfully sold. They 
pay 65 percent. to farmers for grain. 
At thts plant 1700 bushels nvere clean- 
ed and sold and several thousand bush- 
éls more could have:been sold. It is 
all graded. Canadian seed had been 
Vought by Emigration Department for 
London Empire Exposition.

It is a disappointing budget just as 
the statement of last year’s deficit is 
disappointing. (he effect of it is 
that last year the government failed 
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mated one is not encouraging and has 
a foundation in the ‘experience of 
19:22. 

. It is mot reasonable ‘to expect the 
Farmers’ government to perform 
miracles. They came into office in a 
time of difficuity and depression 
which ie not yet showing any very de- 
cided signs of passing away. There 
is no obvious source of fresh taxation 
other than liquor, and that question 
cannot ‘be decided for some time and 
involves serious questions of principle. 
Existing taxes are already so high as 
to be a serious burden on the com- 
munity. Under ‘the circumstances 
the only apparent method of balanc- 
ing ‘the budget! is ‘by a reduction in 
expenditure. It is an entirely un- 
sound principle to accept succeeding 
deficits unless it is shown absolutely 
beyond all refutation that ithe essen- 
tial work of the government cannot 
be carried on without thiem. What 
would be thought of a private indivi- 
dual who cahmly calculated his an- 
nual expenditure at a higher figure 
than his income, refused ‘to reduce 
such expenditure, and when remon- 
strated with, suggested that his son 
might ultimately pay the resulting 
debts after he ‘himself was dead and 
gone? Yet ‘this ig practically what 
any government is, doing ‘when it con- 
templates succeeding deficits which 
jts successors will ultimately have to 
liquidate. 

Is there any suggestable remedy 
py which public expenditure might 
be reduced? It would ‘be an interest- 
ing calculation to find out what would 
be the result of a 10 percent. reduc- 
tion in the salaries or wages of every 
government employee of ‘every des- 
cription earning, say, over $100.00 per 
month, and beginning with all mém- 
bers of tthe provincia legislature 
themselves. It is at least ‘probable 
that the present hard ttimes hiave com- 
pelled a reduction in the standard of 
living amongst private individuals by 
more than 10 percent. Is tthere ‘any- 
thing inherently unreasonable in sug- 
gesting such a reduction in the case 
of government employees, who may 
not be overpaid, but at least have 
their salaries coming in with fair cer- 
tainty and regularity? Such a step 
mighii cause a clamor of rage amongst 
the officials, but we rather fancy that 
the burdened taxpayer would lsten 
to the clamor with comparative equa- 
nimity, and moreover the Government 
which made tthe reduction would be 
furnishing a striking instance of un- 
selfish economy in ‘the public interest 
in a time of no little ptringency. The 
present Farmers’ Government gives 
an impression of ‘honesty of purpose. 
It seems ‘a pity that at cannot rise to 
the height of some such notable act 
of financial imagination.

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CANADA'S POSITION IN 
THE EMPIRE 


Since the present Liberal govern- 
ment came into office there thave been 
various debates and ministerial state- 
ments and action with respect to the 
position of Canada in the Hmpire. 
The recent inconclusive debate at 
Ottawa on Mr. Power's motion is 
typical of these. That motion was 


vasion Canada should not ibe commit- 
ted to participation in any war with- 
out Parliament being summoned to 
give its: consent. The suggested dis- 
trust of the government executive 
and the inevitable and perhaps disas- 
trous delay involved in this procedure 
are not the questions we wish now to 
refer to. It is the fact that in this 
instance, as in the others referred to, 
the debate had about it a somewhat 
elusively suggestive tone. It was not 
so much what was actually said as 
whiat was implied that was signifi- 
cant. On the sunface the attitude of 
‘the Liberal speakers and the Liberal 
government in these debates and ac- 
tions has been unexceptionable. Un- 
der the surface, however, there can 
be noted a tone of gometuing in the 
nature of indifference, if not hostility, 
to Canada’s association in the Em- 
pire. The emphasis is constantly 
laid on the independence of Canada, 
her newly recognized status of 
nationhood, her power to act alone 
and on her own initiative if she thinks 
fit (as in the case of the recent fish- 
eries treaty with the United States), 
the necessity of guarding against 
Canada being in any ‘way committed 
to share in a policy which may not 
pe to her individual interest-—all of 
which are principles wholly admir 
able and now practically unquestion- 
ed. Nothing is said of the benefits 
which Canada owes to her member- 
ship of the Empire, of the results 
which would at once flow from the 
cessation of such membership, of the 
naval and military protection direct 
or indirect which ‘she receives from 
it: of the possibilities of whole- 
hearted co-operation in the general 
policies of the ‘Empire, of the duties 
as distinct from the rights ‘of each 
section of the Empire. The almost 
inevitable inference is that ‘the 
speakers in their own minds would 
rather like to see Canada leave the 
Empire altogether, but do not dare 
to say so, partly because of the imme- 
diate and wide-spread resentment 
which they kmow would be aroused 
by such a statement, partly ‘because 
they want to keep the benefits of 
imperial membership without its re- 
sponsibilities. 

It is am old story, this claim to 
rights and indifference to duties. It 
is an equally old story ‘that in any 
association the formal covenants 
governing it are of much less impor- 
tance than the spirit which informs 
the party to it. No treaty or coven- 
ant that has ever been framed will 
bind parties who do not wish to ob- 
serve it. Conversely, where parties 
are on terms of cordial understand- 
ing, formal agreements are unneces- 
sary or at least unimportant. The 
failure of the formal Triple Alliance 
and the success of the informal 
Franco-British understanding in the 
late war are striking instances of 
this. 

Do Canadians wish to leave the Em- 
pire, to sever the association with 
the country which for the vast major- 
ity of us is the Motherland, and to 
venture out on a precariously isolat- 
ed nationality, or to face the pros- 
pect of absorption ‘by the United Stat- 
es, with whose people we have dar 
less in common than with those of 
Great Britain? By all means let us

The children are all orphans. Many 
of them witnessed the murder of their 
parents in pursuance of the infamous 
order of Talaat Bey issued on Septem- 
ber 16, 1915, that the Turkish Govern- 
ment “had determined to destroy com- 
pletely all the Armenians living in 
Turkey.” Talaat instructed the Gov- 
ernment of Aleppo that “an end must 
be put to their existence, however 
criminal the measures taken may be, 
and no regard must be paid to either 
age or sex, nor to conscientious 
scruples.” 

After the slaughter of the parents of 
these Armenian orphans some of the 
less bloodthirsty Turkish officials and 
officers tried to save the children by 
gathering them, together and feeding 
them. Talaat, with a ferocity far 
beyond that of Herod, issued a supple- 
mental order to the Government of 
Aleppo in these words:— 

“Collect the children of the Ar- 
menians who by order of the War 
Office have been gathered together 
and cared for by the military auth- 
orities. Take them away on the pre- 
text that they are to be looked after 
by the Deportations Committee, so 
as not to arouse suspicion. Destroy 
them and report.” 

They were not all destroyed. Since 
the close of the war seventy thousand 
of them have been gathered out of the 
hands of the Turks. There js need not 
only for money to bring to Canada and 
maintain till they are self-supporting 
the relatively few who thus can_ be 
provided for, but not less than $75,000 
are required at once as Canada’s share 
of the Lord Mayor's Fund for the up- 
keep of the orphans in Corfu and else- 
where for whom the Fund has assumed 
responsibility. There are 1,400 herded 
in grain bins that take the place of 
beds.

Vancouver. — In the C. P. R. 
Hotel Vancouver, at Vancouver, 
there are approximately 600 rooms. 
The all-the-year-round staff num- 
bers about 400 employees. The 
comparatively small matter of keep- 
ing paintwork, etc., in spotless con- 
dition calls for the continuous ser- 
vice of five painters and ten help- 
ers; and five engineers with four 
stokers, four ash-men, two s‘ovellers 
and two truckmen are required ‘n 
the engine-room.

Two 
of the cooks attend to the trolling, 
three do nothing but frying three 
cook vegetables exclusively, and 
there are six pastry cooks. In addi- 
tion, there are: cooks who boll eggs, 
others who make tea, and others 
who make coffee. On man spends 
his working hours making toast; and 
there is another wiose sol. duty ts 
to clean and open oysters. ‘Jo feed 
the guests in one day 90 dozen eggs 
are required. Between 3,000 to 5,000 
lunch and dinner rolls are baked 
daily. and io butter these, and for 
cooking.

pastor. Considerable progress was 
made and the little group began to 
talk of building a church. Subscrip- 
tions were taken, and in 1904 building 
operations were commenced. On Sun- 
day, May 8, 1905, the edifice was for- 
mally opened and dedicated to the ser- 
vice of God. The following month a 
Sunday school was organized. Rev. 
Daniels remained two and a half years 
and left in December 1906, to become 
Home Mission Superintendent in Wes- 
tern Ontario. He was succeeded in 
January 1907, by the Rev. B. Goodfield. 
The church again enjoyed consider- 
able progress and increase in mem- 
bership. Finances however, did not 
improve in proportion, yet considering 
progress otherwise, they decided to de- 
clare for self-support and separation 
from the Home Mission Board. A 
loan of $1000 was made to clear off 
other indebtedness. Rev. Mr. Good- 
fiéld resigned in September 1909 to ac- 
cept a pastorate at Guelph, Ontario, 
and after serving also in Ottawa and 
Los Angeles, Cal., is now pastor of 
College St. Vaptist church, Toronto. 
He was succeeded by Rev. J. E. Tyner, 
of Olds. In 1910 the church again re- 
ceived help from the board. Rev. Mr. 
Tyner resigned in 1911, and in 1912, 
Rey. John Bennett, now of Camrose, 
betame pastor. In 1913 and 1914 the 
church had a difficult struggle finan- 
cially. In June, 1914, Rev. J. D.Brown 
became pastor, but left that same year 
for Bengal, India, as a missionary. In 
October 1914, Rev. Mr. Miller took 
charge remaining until Rev. L. E. 
Brough came in 1916. The church 
witnessed some growth, but soon a de- 
cline due to various causes led them 
even to the point of seriously consid- 
ering the closing of the church. In 
August, 1918, Rev. Brough resigned— 
he is at present doing work in Iowa— 
and Rev. Mr. Grigg took charge in 
June, 1919, staying for less than a year.

Mrs. Cassells—Tragedy and Comes 


‘of the Early Days. %

by Mrs. Cassells on early experiences 
in the Red'Deer district. It was| 34 
years ago, she said, that she. landed in 
Calgary, being .then . newly . married, 
Mr. and Mrs. ‘Cassels were accompani- 
ed by Mr. Cassells' brother and his 
family, who came from England with 
them for a short visit. i 
Calgary wus- at that time a very 
small place, with little more than’ one 
street, Stephen - street, .now . Eighth 
After Mr. Cassells had sel- 
ected land in the Red Deer -district he 
returned for his bride, and they left 
Calgary with a team and_ wagon. 
Perched precariously on top of the bag- 
gage, Mrs. Cassells saw her brother- 
in-law running down the’street waving 
a tin tea pot. They -had forgotten to 
provide one. -—_? 
Bacon, bread, patatoes ‘and dried 
apples was almost all ‘they had in the 
way of provisions. Mrs. Cassells told 


of privations suffered through inade- 
quate clothing, and some of the hum- 
orous aspects of “roughing it,” . Innis- 
fail, Little Red Deer, and other places 
were visited for dances and other func- 
tions. Living in a tent at Sylvan Lake 
was fairly comfortable in summer. 
Later they built a house of green logs. 
One end of the towel would freeze 
while the ether was being used to dry 
dishes “by the stove. Mounties, timber 
wolves and various other visitors pro- 
vided them with graded excitement. A 
bad snow storm was encountered on 
the way back to Calgary after a ten 
months’ stay. Travellers in those days 
took their own bedding along  wi'h 
them, as the people at the stoppi: 
places had not more than enough f 
themselves. Stewed tea and a surfe 
of canned goods were among the mino. 
discomforts, . 

All kinds of queer expedients were 
resorted to. For instance, when she 
came into Red Deer for a dance, she 
borrowed an old hat, brightened it up 
with shoe polish and trimmed it with 
wild grass. But it rained—and shoe 
polish is a poor cosmetic for the face, 
at best. Mr. G. W., Smith’s butcher 
shop was the big attraction in town 
just then, as a large bear, recently 
shot, was on view there. A bear cub 
was caught in a clump of. trees where 
the Salvation Army building now 
stands. 

Freigating was done with ponies and 
Red River carts, travelling in caravans 
a quarter of a mile long. Dust was the 
middle name of ‘these caravans when 
they passed you on the trail. Casual- 
ties were neither’ moved nor buried, it 
being easior to make a new trail 
around them, ; 

In closing, the speaker said present- 
day settlers who had no experience of 
those times might think they were un- 
bearable; but some of the old-timers 
would be yery glad to see a return -of 
some of the features of “the good old 
days.”

HE beautiful mountain town of 

Banff has become the -hub of 
winter sports, and its claim as one 
of Canada’s finest playgrounds in 
winter or summer is admitted. The 
Canadian winter begins there ordin- 
arily about the middle of November, 
and from that time until the end 
of March, curling, skating, tobog- 
ganing, swimming in the hot sul- 
phur pools and a host of other sports 
fill the days, and dancing, cards and 
music help to pass the evenings.

I doubt if the 
farms in Alberta have paid one per- 
cent. on the investment for the last 
two years, therefore, you can under- 
stand how far a great many farmers 
have gone behind, as interest ‘has 
the habit of accumulating very fast. 
I think Agnes Laut ds about right, 
when in her articles in McLean‘s she 
claimed the farmers in the United 
States and Canada only averaged 
about three percent. on investment, 
therefore it is a poor outlook in the 
west ‘when -we have to pay such _ a 
high rate of interest. 

—t is easy-to figure out Alberta’s 
present condition when in 1920 we 
sold $204,291,000 off the farms and in 
1921 only $82,780,000 and in 1922 only 
$94,369,000. These figures are taken 
from the address of the president of 
the Bank of Commerce, Sir Edmund 
Walker. Of all the reports given” by 
the presidents and general managers 
of different corporations, the address- 
es by Sir Edmund Walker and Sir 
John Aird ought to be read by all 
‘Canadian citizens, for they far  sur- 
pass all others. 

John D. Rockefeller, when asked 
what was the most valuable thing a 
man could have in ‘business, said: 
“Oredit properly used.”. He claims 
over 90 percent. of the world’s busi- 
ness is done on credit. Since reading 
that’ article I have often wondered 
how the farmers would get along bor- 
rowing 90 percent. .of their invest- 
ment in the west when they pay eight 
to ten percent. for what they do. bor- 
row. It might-be all right for the 
‘business man, ‘because he naturally 
charges it up to overhead expenses 
and figures on a profit above that, ut 
the farmer ‘hasn't that privilege. 

At any: rate I'am going to try it 
again this year, and if I cannot see 
some profit on my investment—only 
a loss—I am better without the in- 
vestment, as my son and myself can 
command a wage at any rate. 

You ask through your paper: “How 
to Make Alberta Farms Profitable?” 
Not in the way you consider, by im- 
proved-farming—of course, that will 
theJp—but more so‘by equalizing con- 
ditions: Let the other fellow dealing 
in our production be Satisfied with a 


|fair profit, especially in this country, 


where every business’ man, knows his 
wosverity comes through the produc- 
er. Just imagine the farmers going 
under every day and our banks mak- 
ing 14 to 19 percent., and-still the 
high rate of interest; the C.P.R. 10 
percent.; flour shouldn’t be over $5 
a barrel in: Calgary, and the price of 


{bread is double whet it 4s in Eng- 


land; my brother saying in his last 
letter bread was 7 pence, around 13 
cents, for a 4-Ib. loaf. The greater 
number of our large institutions are 
making large profits; grain compan- 
ies, wholesalers and even retailers, 
according to the investment in com- 
parison to the farm. If they had all 


‘taken the readjustment equally con- 


ditions would be far better, and in 
the Jong run everyone would have 
been better off: When wheat wes 
high, the cry was wheat fixed the 
price of all articles. They are all 
quiet at present, when the bulk of the 
wheat sold from 75 to 80 cents.
